25 - (new) A coisposition according to Claim 12, wherein the cosmetic active agent is a 
product added in an amount to impart 0.5 to 2 Vitamin A to the overall pqmjjosition, 
wherein the eleetret material improves a:bsorption of Vitamin A through the skin by about 40- 

70%. 

26, (new) A composition according to Claim 12, wherein the cosmetic active agent is a 
product added in an amount to impart 0,1 to 2 wt~% Vitamin E to the o^'e^al^ composition. 
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wherein the electret material impro^'es absor|)tion of Vitamin E through the skin By about 30- 
50%. 

27. (new) A composition aeeording to claim 12; wherein the cosmetic active agent is a 
product added in a« amouiit to impart D.1 to 3 wt-% Creatine to the overaii composilioft, whereiti 
the eleetret material impfoves absorption of Creatine thmugh the skin by about 25-55%. 

28. (new) A composition according to claim 12, wherein fee cosmetic active agent is a 
product added in an amount to impait impart 0. { to 3 wt-% Vitamin B to the overall composition. 

29. ipm) A com^positipn aceording to claim 12^ fuither coniprising at ka^jt one of water, 
an alcohol, a pplyol, an ester, a polar or non-potar oilj or a combkaiion thereof 

30. {mw) A cosmetic composition containing electric carriers which comprises 0, 1 to 10% 
by vvcight of a cosmetically acceptable, solid electret material with a particle size of 0.05 to 
100 u.m, which electret material has an induced permanent dipole nioment and a permanent 
electric dipole field with a field strength of 500 to 10^ Vm"^, fiarthermore comprising cosmetic 
earner sobstaiicesy auxiliaries, fiirther active agents or a mixture thereof in an amoutit ranging up 
to 100^0 by weight, and cosmetic active agent, selectbd from the group consisting of 

a product containing Vitamin A and is added in an amount to impart at least 0.1% 
Vitamin A to the overall composition, 

a product containing Vitamin E, which product is added in an amount to impart at 
least 0. 1 % Vitamin E to the overall composition, 

a prodaet containing Vitamin B, 

a product eontaimng Creatine, or 

a mixture thereof; the percentage data being relative to the total weight of the 
composition, 

wherein the elecfiret material is prepared by heating of a non-fen-omagnetic solid material 
to atemperature below its melting temperature but above its solieniiig tempemture, exposing of the 
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solid material to an electric field of 1000 to 10^ V/m, sponU^ncous cooling the solid material, 
grinding of ilie produced elecu-et material to a particle size of 0.05 to 1 00 urn aiid mixing into a 
cosmetic composilion beiow 50°C, 
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
